the tw o sloops of w'ar, w a s head in g 
a bo u t n o rthw e s t by w est for M assa­ 
c hu se tts bay an d Boston, w ith single 
reefs in her topsails and close hauled 
o n the sta rbo a rd tack. 
S eym our's or­ 
d e rs had left him sufficient discretion 
a s to his destination, bu t Boston being 
the n earest harbo r held by the A m e r­ 
icans, he had deem ed it best to try to 
m a k e 
tha t po rt 
ra the r tha n 
in c n r 
f u r the r risk of recaptu re by m akin g 
the longer v oyage to Philadelphia. 
T he w e a the r had tu rn e d cloudy and 
cold; there w as a decided touch of 
w in te r in the air. 
T he m en w ere m u f­ 
fled up in the ir pea jack ets, and the 
little squad of prisoners, tra m pin g up 
a n d dow n, ta k in g exercise and a ir u n ­ 
d e r a stro ng g uard, looked decidedly 
un com fo rtable, n ot to say disgusted, 
w ith the situation. 
I t had been a m a tte r of som e d if­ 
ficulty to d isarm the prisoners, espe­ 
cially the soldiers, an d to feed and 
properly exercise them ; bu t the end 
ha d 
been 
successfully 
a rriv ed 
a t 
thro u g h the prud ence a nd ability of 
Seym our, w ho w a s well aided by T a l­ 
bo t 
and 
W ilton, 
and 
w ho 
profited 
m uch by m an y v alu able suggestions 
born of the long experience of the old 
bo atsw ain . 
Qn this pa rtic u la r afternoon, about 
teft d a ys before C hristm as, the young 
capta in, now confident of carryin g ills 
prize into the harbor, felt v ery m uch 
reliev ed an d elated by his a ppa re n t 
co m m an d o f the situation. 
H e knew 
w ha t a godsend the ship's cargo, w hich 
he and T albot had ascertained to be 
ev en more v aluable tha n had been 
represented, w ould be to the A m erican 
arm y. 
It m ig ht be said w itho u t e xag ­ 
geration tha t the success of the g reat 
cause depended upon the fortu ne of 
tha t one little ship u n d er his com ­ 
m and. 
T albo t had properly classified 
a n d Inv entoried the cargo according to 
o rd ers an d w as prepared to m ak e im ­ 
m ediate distribution of it upon the a r ­ 
riv al in port. 
B oth of the young m en 
w e re as happy as larks, an d ev en the 
tho u g ht of their captu red friends did 
not disquiet them as it m ight un d er 
less fo rtu n ate circum stances, fo r a m on g 
the captiv es on the Mellish w a s a Colo­ 
nel Seaton of the highlanders, w hom 
they tru sted to be able to exchan ge for 
Colonel W ilton, an d they did not doubt 
in tha t case tha t K a tha rin e w ould re­ 
tu r n w ith her father. 
W hile indulging them selv es in these 
rosy dream s, n a tu ra l to young m en 
in the elation of spirit consequent upon 
the ev ents of their sho rt an d exciting 
cruise—the capture aud successful es­ 
ca pe of the transport, the a ppa re n t a s ­ 
su ra n c e of—brin gin g her in, und the 
d a rin g aud brilliant nig ht uction w hich

T he cruise w as not yet

T here he speed­ 
ily m ade o u t the to pg allan t sails of a 
large ship, hav in g the w i n d , on the 
qu a rte r a pparen tly an d slow ly com ing 
in to v iew. 
H e subjected her to a long 
an d careful acrutiuy, d u rin g w hich the 
head* of her top « ills rose, confirm ing 
his in a t idea that she w a s a ship of 
w a r aad, if •#, w itho u t d o u bt one of 
the enem y. 
She w as com ing d ow n 
steadily, aad if the tw o v easela co n tin ­ 


ued on 
their presen t courses 
they 
w ould pass each o ther w ithin gu n sho t 
distance in a few hours, a thing n ot to 
be perm itted u nder an y circum stan ces 
if it could be av oided. 
H e continued 
his inspection a m o m en t longer and 
then, closiug the glass, descended to 
the deck w ith all speed by sliding dow n 
the back stay. 
“ F o rw a rd , there!” he shouted. 
“Call 
the o the r wratch, a n d be quick abo u t 
it! 
Philip, step below and ask Mr. 
T albot to com e on deck a t once. 
B e n t­ 
ley, t ha t seem s to be a frig ate o r a 
heav y sloop going free. 
She w ill be 
dow n on u s in a few hou rs if w e d o n ’t 
chang e o u r course. 
T a k e a look a t 
her, m a n ,” he said, hand ing him the 
glass, “an d let m e know’ w ha t you 
thin k of her.” 
W hile the men w ere com ing on deck 
Bentley leaped into the mizzen rigging 
and ra n up the shro ud s w ith an agility 
su rprisin g in one of hi« gigantic figure 
and ad v an ced age.

Young W ilton 
au d B entley lent the sam e assistance 
fo rw ard , and in an astonishingly brief 
time, considering her sm all crew , the 
Mellish, like the stran ger, w a s going 
free w ith the w ind on her qu arter, her 
best po in t of sailing, her course now’ 
m aking a W’ide obtuse angle w ith tha t 
of the appro aching ship. 
“Now, then, men. lay a lo ft and shak e 
the reefs o ut of the topsails. 
S tan d by 
to loose the fore an d m ain to pgallant 
sails as w ell.” 
"W hy, 
w ha t’s

pected w e should be in M assachu setts 
hay this ev ening, an d here w e are he ad ­ 
ing sou th again. 
Is n ’t tha t C ape Cod— 
tha t blue haze yo nd er? 
W hy a re w e 
leav ing it? 
W ha t’s the m a tte r? ” 
“T a k e the glass, m an ; tiiere, a f t on 
the sta rbo a rd qu arter, a sail! 
You 
should be able to see her from the deck 
now’. 
C an you m ake her o u t?” 
“ Yes, by heav en, it’s a ship, an d a 
large one too! 
W ha t is it, thin k you, 
S eym our?” 
“An E n glish ship, of course—a frig ­ 
ate; w’e hav e no ships like tha t in these 
w aters o r in our nav y either—m o re’s 
the pity.” 
“W hew ! 
T his looks bad for us.” 
“W ell, w e’re not cau g ht yet by a long 
sight, T a lbo t 
A good* m any leagues 
will hav e to be sailed before w e are 
ov erhauled, and the re ’s m any a slip 
'tw is t the cup a nd the lip, you know ; 
tha t old stale m axim is tru er on the 
sen tha n any place else, and tru e r in a 
chase too. 
A thousand things m ay help 
us or hin d e r her. 
See, w e a re going 
better now’ tha t the reefs are o u t and 
the to pg allan t sails set, but it’s a fe a r­ 
ful stra in 
011 our spars. 
They look 
new ; pra y God they be good ones,” he 
continued, gazing ov er the side a t the 
m asses o f green w’a te r tossed aside 
from the bow’s a nd sw eeping a ft un der 
the c ou nter in great swirls. 
T he spa rs an d rigging of the Mellish 
w ere indeed fearfully tested, the m a sts 
buckling an d bending like a strain e d 
bow. 
T he w ind w a s freshening ev ery 
m o m en t, an d there w’as the prom ise of 
a gale in the low ering sky of the g ra y 
afternoon. 
T he ship felt the increased 
pressu re from the additional sail w hich 
had been m ade, and her speed ha d m a ­ 
terially increased, though she rolled 
and 
pitched 
frightfully, 
w allow ing 
throu gh the w a te r and sm ashin g into 
the w’av e s w ith her broad, fa t bow’s 
and m a k in g ra the r heav y w e a the r of 
it. 
In spite of all this, how ev er, the 
chase g ain ed slowiy upon them until 
she w a s now v isible to the n ak ed eye 
from the decks of the Mellish.

got on all the sheets an d ha lya rd s and 
1 the sails hauled flat as boards an d k ept 
well w e tte d down. 
Som e of the w a te r 
j ta n k s w e re pum ped o u t to alter the trim 
| and lighten her, the bu hv a rk s and rails 
w ere partly cut aw’ay, aud as a final 


resort the m ain top m a s t stu d d in g sail 
w a s set; but the boom bro ke a t the 
Iron, a n d the w hole thin g w e n t a d rift 
in a few m om ents. 
T albot, anxious to 
do som ething, suggested the nov el ex­ 
ped ien t o f break in g out a fieldpiece 
from the fore hold an d m o u n tin g it on 
the qu a rte r deck to use a s a stern 
chaser. 
T his ha d been done, bu t the 
frig a te w a s yet too f a r a w a y for it to 
be of an y serv ice. 
In spite of all these efforts they w ere 
being ov erhauled slowly, bu t Seym our 
•till 
held 
on 
an d 
did 
not despair. 
T he re w a s one chan ce of escape. R ig ht 
before them , not a half league aw ay, 
lay a long shoal know n as George’s 
shoal, exten d in g sev eral leagues across 
the pa th of the tw o ships. 
T hrough 
the m iddle of this dangerous shoal 
there existed a channel, narrow and 
tortuous, bu t still practicable for ships 
of a certain size. 
H e w as fam iliar 
w ith its w indings, as w as Bentley, as 
they both had exam ined it carefully 
in the prev ious sum m er w ith a v iew 
to ju s t such a contingency as now oc­ 
curred. 
T he Mellish w as a large an d 
clum sy ship, heav ily laden and d r a w ­ 
ing m u ch w a te r; bu t he felt confident 
tha t he could ta k e her throu gh the 
pass. 
A t an y rate, the a tte m pt w as 
w orth m aking, and If he did fail it 
w ould be 
better to 
w reck 
her, 
he 
tho ug ht, tha n allow her to be recap­ 
tured. 
T he 
E ng lish 
captain 
either 
k new or did not know of the shoal and 
the channel. 
I f he knew it, he would 
hav e to m ake a long detour, for in no 
case w ould the d epth of w a te r in the 
pass perm it a heav y ship, as w as the 
pu rsu in g v essel, to follow them , and. 
aided by the d ark n ess rapidly closing 
down, the Mellish w ould be enabled to 
escape. 
If the E nglish captain w ere n new 
m a n on the station and unacqu ainted 
w ith the existence of the shoal, as w as 
m ost likely—well, then he w as a pt to 
lose his ship an d all on board of her 
if he chased too fa r and too hard. T he 
problem resolv ed itself into this: If 
the Metiish could m aintain her distance 
from the pu rs u e r until it w as necessary 
to conic by the w ind for a sho rt tack 
an d still hav e sufficient space an d tim e 
left to enable her to run up to the 
fnouth of the channel w itho u t being 
sunk or forced to strike by the ba t­ 
teries of the frigate, they m ig ht escape; 
if r o t —G od help them all! tho u g ht Sey­ 
m our d esperately; for in tha t ev ent he 
resolv ed to ru n the v essel on the rocky 
edge of the shoal a t the pa ss’ m outh 
and sink her. 
T hey w ere rapid ly d ra w in g dow n 
upon the shoal a t the point from w hich 
they m u s t come by the w ind, on the 
sta rbo a rd tack. 
Som e fa r a w a y lights 
on C ape Cod had ju s t been lighted, 
w hich enabled Seym our to 
get his 
bearing exactly. 
H e had talk ed the 
situution ov er quietly w ith Bentlev . 


an d they had not ye t lost hope of es­ 
caping. 
T he m en had w orked ha rd 
a n d faithfully, c arryin g o u t the v a ri­ 
ous ord ers an d lightening ship, and 
now , hav in g done all, som e few w ere 
lyiug a bo u t the deck resting, w hile the 
re m a in d e r hu n g ov er the rails gazing 
a t the ir pursuer. 
One of the men, the 
sea 
philosopher 
T hom pson 
of 
the 
R a n g e r’s crew , finally w e n t a f t to the 
qu a rte r deck to old Bentley, w ho w as 
priv ileged to stan d there u n d er the 
circum stances, an d asked if he m ight 
hav e a look thro u g h the glass for a 
m o m ent a t the frigate. 


till I w a s nearly d ead just for sta n d ­ 
ing up for this c o u n try 
011 board of her, 
nnd m e a frecbo rn A m erican too! 
I’v e 
got he r sign m a n u al dn my back and 
he r pictu re here, an d I’d giv e all the 
re s t of m y life to see her sm ashed a nd 
su n k a nd feel tha t I’d had some han d 
in the doing of it. 
Aye, I know her! 
Could a m an ev er fo rg et her?” co ntin ­ 
ued the seam an, tu rn in g aw ay, w hite 
w ith passion an d shakin g his fist in 
conv ulsiv e rage a t the frigate, w hich 
m ad e a hand so m e pictu re in spite of 
all. 
S eym o u r’s face w a s us w hite as 
T ho m pso n ’s w as. 
“T he R adnor!

B entley, w ha t can be done now ?” he 
said, the w hole situ atio n rising before 
him. 
" I f w e lead tha t ship through 
the pass it m e a n s 
w reck 
for 
her. 
D acres, w ho c o m m an d s the R adnor, is 
a new m an on this station, and if w e 
d o n ’t tr y the pass this ship is c ap­ 
tu re d and o ur cou ntry, our cause, re­ 
ceiv es a fatal blow ! 
W as ev er a m an 
in sttch a s itu a tte n befo re ?’’ 
B entley looked a t him with eyes full 
o f pity. 
“ W e a r e approaching the 
shoal now, sir, an d unless we w ould 
be on it w e will ha v e to bring the ship 
by the w ind a t once.” 
This, a t least, w a s a respite. 
Sey­ 
m o u r glanced ahea d and at once g av e 
the necessary orders. W hen the course 
w a s altered it becam e necessary to 
ta k e in the fore a n d m ain to pg allan t 
sails on acco un t o f the wind, now blow ­ 
ing a ha lf gale a n d steadily rising.

T his present course being a t rig ht 
angles to tha t of the ir pursuer, w hom 
n either S eym our nor Bentley doubted 
to be the R adnor, w ould speedily bring 
the 
tw o ships together. 
They 
had 
gained a sm all bu t precious adv antage, 
how ev er, as the frigate, apparently as 
m uch surprised by the unexpected m a ­ 
n eu v er as their ow n men, had allow ed 
som e m om ents to elapse before her 
helm w as shifted and the wind bro u g ht 
on the other qu arte r. T he courses o f the 
tw o ships now intersected at an angle 
o f 
perhaps 
sev enty 
degrees, 
w hich 
w ould bring them together in a sho rt 
time. 
T he people on the Mell'sh could plain­ 
ly hear the d ru m s of the frigate, now 
alm ost in range, beating to qu arters.

DROWNED IN ROCK RIVER 


to 


CULLOM’S 
SIGNIFICANT 
MARKS. 
RE- 


Our position during the war has 
been one of. strict neutrality. Our 
interest in China is an indirect one—a 
commercial interest. 
We have no 
territory there, we hkve no sphere of 
influence to protect, but we do have 
an interest in seeing that the open 
door for trade is maintained, We will 
not lend our sympathy or aid to either 
oountry in the presents conflict, as 
both nations have been our friends, 
but whatever the result of the way 
may be we will insist that our open 
door policy shall be continued—Sena­ 
tor Cullom’s Plano speech. 
At the little town of Plano, 111., 
Senator Cullom, day before yesterday, 
delivered one of the most important 
speeches that have for years been 
made in this country. 
Whether or not the senator care­ 
fully premediated upon his words or 
whether they slipped out before he 
knew 
what he was saying is not 
known. The senator was speaking on 
foreign questions and particularly on 
the open door in China. When Sena­ 
tor Cullom speaks on such matters his 
words are authoritative, for he is 
chairman of the foreign relations com­ 
mittee of the United States senate. 
The chairman of this particular sena­ 
tor committee has, under the presi­ 
dent, an influence in our diplomacy 
second only to that of the secretary of 
state, if indeed always to him. 
When, therefore, Senator Cullom 
delivers himself of such a pregnant 
paragraph as that printed at the head 
oftbis article, his words cannot be 
passed by lightly. What he has said 
is, in effect, that at the conclusion of 
the Japanese-Russian war this nation 
proposes to have a voice in the terms 
of peace. This is the first time that 
such a declaration has been made by 
an officer of our government. 
At the beginning of the war Russia 
gave it out through its press, under 
the government inspiration, that she 
would not consent to the presence of 
any other power in the settlement of 
the peace terms. The affair lay be­ 
tween Russia and Japan exclusively. 
There should not be another treaty 
of Berlin. Russia expected an easy 
and early 
victory. 
And, 
having 
achieved it, she would make what­ 
ever commercial 
arrangements she 
chose for the far eastern territory over 
which her influence was extended. 
But Senator Cullom says that this j 
country proposes to speak in the set­ 
tlement of the terms of peace and pro­ 
poses to speak in favor of the open 
door. 
Indubitably, Senator Cullom 
was voicing the sentiment otfthe ad­ 
ministration, for he and it have always 
been in perfect accord on foreign ques 
tions. 
This statement will cause through­ 
out the country renewed confidence in 
the foreign policy of the administra 
tion. 
The open door in China is a 
m atter of vital moment to this coun­ 
try. Presidents McKinley and Roose­ 
velt, Secretary Hay and Senator Cul­ 
lom have appreciated this fact, and 
through their efforts the door is yet 
open. Were it ever once closed, it 
would be closed for good.

Goethals volunteered to wade into the 
water for It, but he had proceeded 
only a few feet from shore when he 
stepped into a hole and disappeared, 
never to rise again. 
The water In the river is shallow 
along shore except where these holes 
appear. There are many holes of this 
sort in Rock river, and it is said some 
of them are as much as thirty feet 
deep. 
The man’s body has not yet been re­ 
covered. 
Goethals was a single man, 
and had been in this country for a 
short time only.

AROSE BY OWN EFFORTS. 


That a po o r bo y sho uld rise to em­ 
inence in this co untry is no t remark­ 
able. 
The sto ry o f the life o f Daniel 
Webster is lo ved by every New Eng­ 
lander. 
J dandscme and perso nally at­ 
tractive in his yo uth, he wo n the at­ 
tentio n o f a wealthy man who became 
his spo nso r and patro n; sent him to 
co llege and gave him the best training 
po ssible at that tim e. 
Dartmo uth 
co llege, to day, glo ries in the fact that 
Daniel Webster is enro lled amo ng her 
distinguished graduates. But no such 
prestige was allo tted to Linco ln. 
No 
man cleared the brambles o ut fro m 
the way in his yo uthful experiences. 
The So uth tells the wo rld o f Henry 
Clay, o f ho w he ro se fro m o bscurity to 
a pro minence few have attained. 
But 
Henry Olay was the admired bo y o f a 
supreme judge o f bis native state, who 
o pened fo r him the treasures o f a vast 
library and placed him in the midst o f 
such asso ciatio ns as co me to the lo t o f 
but few. 
No judge helped Linco ln to his go al. 
He had no ne o f the advantages which 
we co nsider necessary in the training 
perio d o f a bo y’s life. 
Fo ur o r five 
bo o ks fo rmed his library, and a few 
mo nth’s scho o ling, no t wo rthy o f the 
name, fo rmed the little he had o f 
technical training. 


NURTURED IN POVERTY. 


He lived in a shack built o f lo gs 
with its chinks plastered with mud. 
On either side o f the ro o m within 
were bunks fo r sleeping nailed to tbe 
wall. 
Two o r three ro ugh chairs 
fo rmed the remainder o f its furniture. 
On a slablaid 
flo o r o verhead this 
jeans-clad, barefo o ted bo y was wo nt 
to go to bed, where, lying pro ne upo n 
his back, o n a summer’s night he I 
co uld see thro ugh the crevices, the 
starry firmament o f the heavens o r in 
winter watch the sno wflakes as they 
so ftly fell to cro wd o ne ano ther o n j 
their ro o st o verhead. 
There was o ne 
thing o f beauty in that ho me. 
‘Twas 
the o ld-fashio ned 
fire-place. 
Into 
this were ro lled huge lo gs o f beech j 
and maple. 
The wo o d glo wed and, 
hissed o ut o f this hearth like streams ! 
o f jewels spilled into the glo o m, flung j 
o ut like a ro yal ro be o f silvery splen­ 
do r, and o n that ro be this mo therless , 
yo uth lay and fill« d his brain 
with 
tho ughts that sho uld o ne day make | 
him the wo nder o f the wo rld. 


TI1E STATESM AirXND ORATOR. 


In a natio n’s histo ry the statesm an, 
the o rato r and the do er stand fo rth in 
relative impo rtance. 
At the o utbreak o r the civil war the i 
wo rld watched with 
iutensest in­ 
terest. 
Ulysses S. Grant was the no ble do er 
o f the deed. 
His swo rd cut the can­ 
cer o f secessio n fro m the bo dy o f 
Co lumbia. 
There 
were two o ther 
cro wns to be delivered, the o ne to 
Linco ln the statesman; the o ther to 
Linco ln tbe o rato r. 
It was Linco ln s 
auto graph that sent fo ur millio n so uls 
o ut o f the darkness o f slavery into the 
sunny light o f freedo m. 
There never was ano ther statesmen 
and o rato r to gether in the o ne indi­ 
vidual o f tbe first rank. This great­ 
ness did no t co me upo n him all at 
o nce. 
It v,as a gro wth. 
T he|speaker here gave a wo nder­ 
fully effective illustratio n o f the six 
perio ds in the life o f Linco ln by refer­ 
ence to a scene he had witnessed in 
the Yo semite valley where the sun ap­ 
pears and disappears, reflected fro m 
th e glassy surface o f the water o f Mir­ 
ro r Lake, six distinctly different tim es 
in a space o f twenty-fo ur ho urs. 
Such 
was Linco ln’s life, which had six dis­ 
tin ct dawnings o r phases, namely, a 
lo wly birth, a lo nely bo yho o d, a sturdy 
manho o d, a spo tless pro fessio nal life, 
his matchless career, and a martyr’s 
death. 
Linco ln needs no po lish o r veneer. 
In perso n he was tall, awkward in 
fo rm, with hair thick and straight as 
an Indian’s, with a high no ble bro w, 
deep so rro wful eyes, pro minent cheek 
bo nes, stro ng and well set chin and 
with big, bro ad hands o utstretched in 
fello wship to every o ne with who m he 
o ame in co ntact. 
Linco ln’s humo r made him presi­ 
dent o f the United States. 
There is 
no thing in alll literature finer o f its 
kind than his humo r and his wit. 
The sto ryio f Linco ln’s clerkship in a 
co untry! sto re, his leadership o f the 
yo ung^men o f the vicinity, his cap­ 
taincy in the Black Hawk war, his 
membership in the state legislature, 
his debate with Stephan A. Do uglass, 
his defeat fo r tbe senato rsbip and his 
life as president were iuterestingly 
to ld, witu the facts in detail inter­ 
larded with anecdo tes that po rtrayed 
Linco ln’s life and character. 
Linco ln’s ho nesty runs right at the 
heels o f his humo r. 
Think o f the fact 
that at twenty-five years o f age he had 
wo n the title o f “ Ho nest Abe.” 
He never swo re. 
He uever gambled 
no r drank a 
dro p o f into xicating 
liquo rs. He never disho no red a wo ­ 


man no r did a mean thing in all his 
life, at a tim e and place where lust, 
gambling. Sabbath-breaking and gen­ 
eral wro ng do ing were no t the excep­ 
tio n but tbe to o co mmo n character­ 
istics o f each day. 
Dr. M cIntyre’s wo rds o f admiratio n 
and respect to the mo ther o f Abraham 
Linco ln were aptly 
and 
fittingly 
spo ken. He pictured the pitiful death 
and burial o f Nancy Hanks, who was 
buried witho ut o ne human utterance 
o f sympathy, affectio n, gratitude o r 
lo ve. 
He regarded her as the greatest 
wo man that ever left her sacrifice o n 
the altar o f this natio n. 


Fell fro m Church Ro o f. 
William J enks, o ne o f 
the wo rkmen 
emplo yed in putting a slate ro o f o n 
the Co urt street Metho dist church in 
Ro ckfo rd, lo st his balance yesterday 
mo rning and fell fro m the ro o f to the

He 
suffered a bro ken leg, arm and no se, 
as well as internal injuries and died 
last night. ~

dash, a person who indulged in odd 
and 
whimsical sayings. 
“ Come on, as the 
old man said to the tight b oot;” “ I nrn 
down on you, as the extinguisher said 
to the candle;” "Let ev ery one take 
care of himself, as the donkey suid 
when dancing among 
the otMetoeas,’' 
are fair illustrations of his witticisms 
in the course of that play, the resem­ 
b lance b etween them and same of the 
sayings of Sam Weller b eing v ery 
marked. 
In priv ate life Vaie was a 
w it and many good things in his own 
time were credited to him. 
A man of 
excellent temper, lie had no enemies, 
and the good humor which 
perv aded 
ev ery saying, togetlier with the dmlb 
ery of his manner, gav e hia witticisms 
unusual v alue. His sayings wav * oalled 
Sam Valerisms, and on the appearance 
of Pickwick in 1830 the charachw of 
Weller was generally neoognHiod as a 
portraiture of Vale. The comedian died 
in 1848 at the age of fifty-one.
